HA HER TELLS HOW TO 
BIG ANP CURE POTATOES. 
Realising the great need of con­ 
serving the food crops of our country 


vb much as possible, and with & pa­ 
triotic destre to assist in some way 
in doing this. I wish to call the at­ 
tention of persons who are growing 
Irish potatoes to the fact 
that 
the 
ehrly, or spring crop, can be dug at a 
time and cared for in a way here in 
the South that will insure them to 
keep perfectly sound and in good eat­ 
ing condition through the hot sum ­ 
mer months. 
The point 
is 
thle: — 
Never allow the potato vines to re­ 
main standing after the leaves have 
turned yellow. 
When the sap in the 
•vine ceases to flow’up. it stagnates in 
the vine, and the hot sunshine In this 
clim ate causes the sap to sour, which 
on account of fermentation soon pen­ 
etrates to the potatoes, causing them 
to decay within thirty or sixty day». 
If the vines all turn yellow about 
the same time, the potatoes should be 
dug at once. 
But If prevented from 
digging on account of rainy weather, 
<ir if a good per cent of the vines are 
still green, the yellqvf ones may be 
cut down with a sharp hoe, and the 
digging delayed uiftt) all th e ' pota­ 
toes are ready. 
To keep the potatoes in best con­ 
dition for eating, remove them out of 
the sunshine as fast as dug, and store 
in a cool dark place. 
If desired lor 
seed purposes, for growing a second, 
or fall crop, they should b» stored in 
a different way. 
But of growing a 
fall crop of potatoes in this latitude, 
we may write some time in the near 
future. 
Will say there is no good reason 
why the people of Alabama should 
pot have choice potatoes of their own 
growing to eat every day during the 
entire 
year. 
I 
remember 
having 
grown tw enty-eight .«crops of good 
potatoes In fourteen consecutive years 
from one strain of seed, during which 
time we were never without good po­ 
tatoes for the family, and usually had 
some to sell;
